Ti)  THE  Faithful  in  Christ  Jesl»,  Oreetino: — 

Wi'.  Archbishopa.  Bishops  Metropolitan,  and  other 
Bishops  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church  in  full  com- 
munion with  the  Church  of  England,  two  hundred 
and  forty-two  in  number,  all  having  superintendence 
over  dioceses  or  lawfully  commissioned  to  exercise 
Episcopal  functions  therein,  assembled  from  divers 
parts  of  the  earth  at  Lambeth  Palace.  In  the  year  of 
our  Lord  1908,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Most  Rev- 
erend Randall  Thomas,  by  Divine  Providence  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury.  Primate  of  All  England  and 
Metropolitan,  after  offering  prayer  and  praise  in  the 
Cathedral  Church  of  Canterbury  and  receiving  in 
Westminster  Abbey  the  blessed  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Body  and  Blood,  and  invoking  the  help  and 
guidance  of  the  Holy  Si'irit,  have  taken  into  con- 
sideration various  questions  affecting  the  welfare  of 
God's  people  and  the  work  of  the  Church  of  Christ 
in  divers  parts  of  the  world. 

We  who  speak  are  bearers  of  the  sacred  commission 
of  the  ministry  given  by  our  Lord  through  His 
Apostles  to  the  Church.  And  the  Church  in  which 
by  the  Providence  of  God  we  bear  this  office  carries 
responsibilities  which  are  peculiarly  its  own.  These 
arise  of  necessity  from  its  past  history  and  its  present 
position.  They  are  patent  to  the  world,  and  we  need 
not  set  them  forth  afresh.  In  the  development  of 
human  history  they  have  been  laid  upon  us  by  the 
good  hand  of  our  God.    We  receive  them  with  humility 
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and  hope ;  with  humility,  nnd  with  penitence  for  our 
own  failurfs  and  ibortcomingi  aa  we  recall  the  great 
traditions  ot  the  pa«t,  the  grave  and  careful  learning, 
the  courageous  and  patient  reverence  for  truth,  and 
the  fervent  devotion  of  thone  who  were  our  fathers 
in  the  Faith  i  with  hope,  for  we  realise  that  the  links 
which  bind  us  to  that  historic  past  are  not  fetters 
upon  the  free  and  eiiterprising  spirit  which  is  essen- 
tial to  progress.  We  belong  to  a  Church  which,  in  the 
words  of  one  of  our  number  who  has  c  -.tered  into  rest, 
is  the  "Church  of  freo  men,  educating  them  iLto  a 
knowledge  of  .ne  liberty  wherewith  Christ  hath  made 
them  tree." 

The  subjects  proposed  for  ciinsiderntion  were  first 
brought  before  us  in  Sessions  of  the  whoh    Confer- 
ence, Issting  for  s  x  full  days,  from  July  6  to  July 
11.     Having  been  there  set  forth  in  outline,  they  were 
then  referred  to  !»rge  and  carefully  chosen  Commit- 
tees; and  the  Reports  of  these  Committees,  with  the 
Resolutions  which  they  had   prepared,  were  subse- 
quently laid  before  the  Conference,  meeting  again  to 
consider  them  in  full  Session  from  July  27  to  August 
5.     We  trust  that  by  this  procedure  a  right  use  has 
been  made  of  the  opportunity  of  the  past  month,  and 
that   the   outcome  of   our   work,   now   proffered   to 
Christ's  people,  represents  at  once  that  detailed  study 
which  is  the  v;jpecial  task  of  a  committee,  and  that 
weight  of  judgment  which  belongs  to  the  decisions  of 
Bii  assembly  gathered  from  all  parts  of  the  world  and 
bringing  to  the  procen  of  deliberation  the  manifold 
experience  and  knowledge  acquired  under  widely  dif- 
ferent conditions  in  widely  sundered  fields  of  labour. 
The  judgment  ot  the  Conference  is  expressed  in 
the  Resolutions,  seventy-eight  in  number,  appended 
to  this  Letter.     These,  and  these  alone,  are  affirmed 
by  the  Conference.       The  Reports,  which  are  also 
printed  herewith,  have  been  received  by  the  Confer- 
ence;  and   the   Conference   has   directed  that   they 
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iihould  bu  publiKlutl;  but  the  rmporuibiUty  for  the 
statenienti  and  piniona  which  they  contain  reati  with 
the  several  Commilu'es  by  whom  they  were  prepared. 

It  wax  to  lie  expected  that  the  main  trend  and 
tenor  of  our  deliberations  would  be  talien,  eoniciously 
or  unionsciously.  from  that  tenducy  of  th-i  Chur-h'a 
work,  that  conception  of  the  Chuich's  ofHee,  which  w 
at  the  present  time  foremost  in  nen's  thoughta.  By 
the  word  Church  in  this  connection  we  mean  the 
whole  Society  of  Christian  men  throu'^hout  the  world. 
We  shall  speak  later  of  what  belongs  moni  distinctive- 
ly 'o'  our  own  Communion.  Different  aspects  of  the 
Church  and  of  its  duty  have  been  prominent  in  dif- 
ferent epochs  of  Christian  history;  and  atrcording  to 
this  difference  there  has  been  a  variation  in  the  main 
current  of  men's  interest  (.nd  debate  concerning  the 
problems  of  th"  Church's  life:  now  one  class  of  prob- 
lems, now  another,  has  seemed  inevitable,  absorbing, 
supremely  important  in  all  assembli's  of  Christian 
people.  It  is  therefore  a  significant  fact  that,  when 
we  review  the  work  of  tiiis  Conference,  and  ask  what 
aspect  or  idea  of  i.ne  Church  has  been  predominant  in 
our  deliberations,  we  find  that  through  them  all,  in  the 
many  fields  over  which  they  have  travelled,  there  has 
been  ever  present  the  thought  of  the  Church  as 
ordained  of  God  for  the  service  of  mankind.  How 
the  Church,  in  the  name  of  Him  to  whom  all  m?n  are 
dear,  may  best  serve  for  the  true  welfare  and  happi- 
ness of  all— this,  through  all  the  diversity  of  detail, 
has  been  the  constant  theme  of  our  study  and  discus- 
sion durint'  the  weelss  which  we  have  spent  in  the 
Conference  and  its  Coirmittees.  Round  this  thought 
of  Service,  the  Resolurions  which  we  have  reached 
seem  to  take  their  place,  grouped  and  correlated  with 
a  suggestive  readiness  of  coherence. 

It  may  be  well  to  note  wit!-  regard  to  this  thought, 
first,  that  it  is  at  the  very  c-ntre  of  the  Church's 
character  as  declared  by  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
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Chriit;  Hnd.  ii.ii)n<ll,v.  that  in  our  day  nicii  Br-  ,,„ii,. 
intf  it  with  iiuTCBiiinit  vlcnrnewi  Hnd  inte-.iiiit.v, 

Fip«t.  thi'ii.  lit  th.'  henrt  of  th«t  ciii.i'pptinii  ,tt  the 
Chiirrh  which  Christ  imp  tiiird  hai  tpiuht  iih  \s  the 
thniiirht  of  Scrvii'v.     Fnr  He  .•atiii'.  "niit  tii  be  ininiv 
tered  iiiiti).  nut  l.i  iiiiiiiMter";  mid  the  Church  m  «.t  to 
poilray  and  to  rciiriwiit  Mini  iimnnint  men;  to  keep 
the  vision  of  Ilini.  of  iri»  work.  His  ways.  hefon>  the 
e.vi-s  of  men.    Therefor.-  the  fthimh  must  take  f..r  its 
own  this  central  note  of  His  purpose  and  His  miision; 
the  Church  will  lie  true  to  its  callinn  in  pniportion  aa 
it  can  say  to  the  wm-ld   liy  word  and  deed,  by  what  it 
refuses  and  by  what  it  claims.  "I  come,  not  to  lie 
ministered  nnto.  lint  to  minister";  and  it  must  be 
fearetl   that   the   Church's   forRetfiilncas  of   this,   its 
ohscurinK  "r  effacinif  of  this  essential  characteristic, 
has  at  times  disastrously  hindered  the  world   from 
reeoKnisinif  the  true  nature  and  office  of  the  Clmrch. 
The  power  to  witness  to  Christ  depends  on  beinR  like 
Him,      Men  will  always  learn  of  Christ  from  those 
whom  thoy  see  living  with  Christ-like  simplicity  fop 
their  sake ;  the  hiRhest  claim  must  be  commended  by 
the  lowlirat  service;  accordiuK  f    d.    biddine  of  our 
Saviour,  who.  "in  the  same  nipht  .hat  He  was  be- 
tra^veil,"  as  He  humbly  ministered  to  His  disHples' 
need,  beqneathed  to  the  Church  an  everlasting  dechira- 
tion  of  the  duty  and  the  dijfnity  of  servinit:  "If  I. 
yoiip  Lord  and  .Master,  have  washed  .vour  feet,  ye 
also  ouRht  to  wa-sh  one  another's  feet.     For  I  have 
Riven  you  an  example,  that  .ve  should  do  as  I  have 
done  to  you.     Verily,   verily,   I  nay  nnto  .voii.   The 
aepvant  la  not  greater  than  his  lord ;  neither  he  thiit  is 
sent  greater  than  he  that  sent  him.    If  ye  know  these 
things,  happy  are  ye  if  ye  do  them." 

Secondly ;  This  function  of  service  has  been  recog- 
ni.sed  with  increasing  clearness  in  recent  years. 

Doubtless  there  are  many  popular  tendencies  which 
cause  us  anxiety:  the  Reports  which  follow  will  men-

woiilil  b..  unwiM  to  belittle  the  impoHance  of  luch 
tendeneie.;  bat  it  in  the  duty  .  faith  to  Ih,  on  the 
wateh  for  every  token  of  bwhI,  and  the  couraij.!  of 
rnith  revivM  aa  we  mark  the  widening  and  .Iwpening 
mflnenoo  of  the  apirit  of  STviee.  For  the  spirit  of 
*'r%i.-e  la  awake.  It  ,  ,,,ir™  fre«h  aetiviti..,  and 
increased  devotion  within  the  Church  of  Christ  and 
It  exteniU  to  region,  and  to  men  who  are  outside  the 
Church's  bordem. 

It  isaeen.       ,t,  in  the  «tril<inK  revival  of  missionary 
enterprise  ana  zeal.     By  clear  tokens  we  are  made 
ann.  that  the  grace  of  fiod  has  stirri'd  amongst  us  a 
truer  sense  of  our  duty  towards  those  who  have  not 
heard  the  Ooapel  of  Christ.    The  recognition  of  that 
•luty  and  the  desire  to  ob'  •  its  call  ar..  shottti   in 
many  ways:  the  niultiplicat       of  misaionarv  orgipnisa- 
tions,  though  it  has  brought  .vi;  i  it  some  fresh  .liirigers 
would  not  have  gonj  forward  had  not  the  ,li*.,.rii.' 
ment  of  missionary  obligation  been  growing  in  men's 
minus ;  while  with  unhindered  gladnais  we        t  imirk 
the  evidence  of  that  disi-emment  in  such       *•  ven- 
tures as  Jledical  Mission-s,  ar.d  in  the  increasing  num- 
ber of  those  who  oflfer  themselves  for  mission  w..rk 
Nor  can  we  fail  to  mark  in  this  regard  a  significant 
change  m  the  attitude  and  tone  of  general  society 
It  can  no  longer  seem  necessary  to  talk  apologetically 
of  Missions.     Their  value  in  the  spreading  of  true 
civilisation   is  attested  by  every  statesman  who  has 
studied  the  subject,  and  numerous  Reports,  parlia- 
mentary and  official,  bear  record  of  it.     Justly    we 
would  point  to  the  recent  advance  of  movements  such 
as  the  Student  Volunteer  Missionarv  Union-  an  ad 
vanee  which  would,  we  believe,  have  been  impossible 
but  for  that  spirit  of  Service  which  under  the  guid- 
ance  and  blessing  of  God  is  now  astir. 

That  spirit  is  seen  again  in  the  recognition  of  social 
responaibility.    It  hag  given  new  vitality  to  the  tra- 
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ditional  systems  of  our  pastoral  work.  It  has  brought 
into  existence  new  organisations,  such  as  the  Brother- 
hood of  Saint  Andrew  and  the  Church  of  England 
Men's  Society.  And  everywhere  men  and /Women  are 
devoting  themselv&s  to  worlt  in  those  districts  of  our 
great  cities  where  the  problems  and  the  distress  of 
poverty  still  confront  us  with  their  urgent  and  awful 
claim.  Women  were  first,  and  are  still  foremost,  in 
the  field;  our  generation  has  seen  notable  develop- 
ments of  the  work  of  Sisterhoods,  Deaconesses,  and 
District  Nurses.  It  has  seen  the  rise  of  "settlements," 
into  v.nich  men  and  women  bring  their  vigour  and 
enthusiasm,  their  culture  and  capacity,  to  the  service 
of  their  fellow-men.  Mention  should  also  be  made  of 
efforts  of  another  kind — Guilds  of  Social  Service  and 
leagues  such  as  the  Christian  Social  Union.  These  are 
but  some  of  the  wa.vs  by  which  the  spirit  of  Service 
is  spreading  far  and  wide.  Not  all  who  so  work  accept 
fully  the  claims  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  but  we 
welcome  them  as  witnesses  to  that  ideal  of  life  which 
the  world  owes  to  His  teaching  and  inspiration,  and 
which  the  Church,  it  must  be  admitted,  has  but  slowly 
realised. 

Thas  in  the  revival  of  missionary  enterprise  and  in 
the  enlargement  of  the  sphere  of  social  obligation,  we 
mark  the  advance  of  larger  and  loftier  conceptions  of 
life.  In  all  times  of  transition  the  sense  of  insecurity 
and  confusion  may  threaten  the  quietness  and  confi- 
dence of  faith;  but  we  are  sure  that  now,  as  in  past 
ages  of  unsettlement  and  change,  the  creative  Spirit 
of  God  is  moving  upon  the  face  of  the  waters,  and  by 
many  signs  we  recognise  the  presence  and  the  work 
of  Him  who  taught  us  by  love  to  serve  ore  another. 

The  same  characteristic  of  the  life  and  thought  of 
our  day  strikes  us  as  we  turn  from  the  widest  survey 
of  the  Christian  Society  to  the  duty  and  the  hope  of 
our  own  Communion. 

Fresh  and  clear  in  many  minds  is  the  witness  borne 
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in  this  regard  by  the  Pan-Anglican  Congress.  The 
programme  of  the  Congress  was  enough  to  show  the 
eagerness  of  this  spirit  of  Service  in  elaiming  for  its 
own  all  spheres  of  useful  work,  but  yet  more  remark- 
able and  impressive  was  the  tone  of  mind  which  pre- 
vailed in  all  the  meetings.  There  was  no  faintness  of 
heart  in  facing  great  questions,  and  no  narrowness 
of  mind  in  dealing  with  them.  The  genuine  wish  to 
work  together  swept  away  all  thoughts  of  partisan- 
ship, and  brought  instead  the  reality  of  mutual  iinder- 
standing.  Minds  and  hearts  were  lifted  up  on  high, 
and  as  from  the  Mount  of  God  men  saw  visions  of 
Service. 

In  the  Church's  quickened  sense  of  the  truth  that 
its  calling  cannot  be  fulfilled  apart  from  the  service  of 
mankind,  we  see,  beyond  all  clouds  of  difficulty  and 
perplexity,  the  clear  shining  of  a  great  hope.  By  the 
discernment  of  that  truth  the  Church  at  once  draws 
nearer  to  its  Master,  .seeing  further  into  the  inex- 
haustible depths  of  His  words  and  Ilis  example,  and 
also  finds  itself  in  close  instinctive  sympathy  with  the 
best  thoughts  and  aspirations  in  the  social  movements 
of  our  day.  The  field  of  Service  is  as  wide  and 
various  as  the  world.  For  wherever  men  are  living 
and  need  help,  whether  the  need  be  conscious  or  un- 
conscious, thither  the  Church  of  the  Christ  Who  took 
upon  Him  the  form  of  a  servant  is  beckoned  by  the 
opportunity  of  Service. 

Round  this  central  thought  of  Service,  then,  we 
group  the  Resolutioas  which  we  have  passed.  They 
bear  upon  the  work,  the  methods,  the  organisation, 
the  equipment,  the  adjustment  of  the  efforts,  the 
eeonomy  of  the  forces,  the  removal  or  the  conquest  of 
the  hindrances  of  our  Church  as  it  goes  forward  in 
the  service  of  mankind  under  the  conditions  of  mod- 
em life.  Further,  we  can  group  them  in  smaller  clus- 
ters, as  they  concern  the  several  divisions  of  the  area 
in  which  men  live  their  life,  and  wield  their  powers. 
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and  learn  their  need.  The  field  of  Service  is  as  diverse 
as  the  realm  of  Law  is  shown  to  be  in  Richard  Hook- 
er 's  preat  portrayal  of  it ;  and  as  "  the  actions  of  men 
are  of  snndrj-  distinct  kinds."  so  in  .sundry  distinct 
wa.vs  the  Church  of  Christ  can  serve  men.  In  two 
reliitions  men  are  set  to  realise  their  life,  their  facul- 
ties, their  being:  in  relation  to  Almighty  God.  as 
bound  to  Him  by  the  quickening  bond  of  His  Father- 
hood, which  contains  in  itself  their  creation,  their 
redemption,  their  sanctifieation ;  and  in  relation  to 
their  fellow-men.  as  bound  to  them  by  sacred  and 
essential  bonds  of  brotherhood,  realised  in  the  home, 
in  the  State,  and  in  the  Church,  which  is  "both  a 
society  and  a  society  supernatural,"  leading  men  for- 
ward in  the  recognition  and  realisation  both  of  their 
relntion  to  Almighty  God  and  of  their  relation  one 
with  another.  By  the.se  ways  men  may  attain  in  com- 
munion with  God.  in  communion  with  their  brethren, 
to  the  fulness  of  personality  and  of  life;  in  these 
wa.vs.  as  they  move  onwards  or  hang  back,  the  Church 
may  serve  and  help  them,  and  it  is  to  the  better  ren- 
dering of  that  manifold  service  and  help  that  we  tnist 
the  outcome  of  our  Conference  may  tend. 

We  turn  first  to  the  subject  of  our  faith  in  relation 
to  the  thought  of  the  present  day.    In  humble  rever- 
ence and  unalterable  devotion  we  bow  before 
p","„         the  m.vstery  of  the  Trinity  in  Unity,  re- 
A.vn  vealed  indeed  once  for  all,  but  revealing  to 

Thought.  *'*''*'  feneration,  and  not  least  to  our  oivn. 
"new  depths  of  the  Divine."  We  bow 
before  the  m.vstery  of  God  Incarnate  in  the  Person 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  this,  too.  revealed  once  for 
all.  but  revealing  to  our  times  with  novel  clearness 
both  God  and  man,  and  interpreting  and  confirming 
to  us  all  that  we  have  hoped  or  dreamed  concerning 
union  between  them.  We  reaffirm  the  essential  place 
of  the  historic  facts  stated  by  the  Creeds  in  the  struc- 
ture of  our  faith.     Manv  in  our  days  have  rashly 
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denied  the  importanee  of  these  faets,  but  the  ideas 
nhieh  these  facts  have  in  part  (leneriited  and  have 
always  expressed,  eannot  be  dissociated  from  them. 
Without  the  historic  Creeds  the  ideas  would  evaporate 
into  unsubstantial  vagueness,  and  Christianit.v  would 
be  in  danger  of  degenerating  into  a  nerveless  altruism. 
In  the  intellectual  activit.v.  the  ferment  of  thought 
and  the  variet.v  of  opinion,  which  lire  characteristic 
of  our  da.v.  we  have  in  our  holy  faith  not  only  a  sure 
and  steadfast  anchor,  but  a  centre  of  light  which 
illumines  the  new  truth  and  blends  with  the  new  light ; 
for  the  new  truth  and  new  light  are  ultimately  de- 
rived from  the  One  Source  of  all  truth  and  all  light. 
We  are  bound  therefore  by  our  principles  to  look  with 
confidence  and  hope  on  the  progress  of  thought.  But 
we  mark  in  the  present  day  special  reasons  for  such 
coniidencc.  Materialism  has  not  for  the  minds  of  our 
generation  the  strength  or  the  attractiveness  that  once 
it  had.  Science  displays  in  an  unprecedented  way  the 
witness  of  nature  to  the  wisdom  of  God.  Men's  minds 
are  more  and  more  set  awny  from  Christianity.  It  is 
our  dut.v,  therefore,  to  contend  the  more  earnestly  for 
the  truth  once  delivered  to  the  Saints,  which  is  the 
.secret  of  life.  And  at  the  same  time  it  is  our  duty  to 
learn  all  that  God  is  teaching  us  through  the  studies 
and  discoveries  of  our  contemporaries,  whether  inside 
or  outside  the  Church,  discerning  indeed  the  spirits, 
whether  they  be  of  God,  but  bending  with  reverent 
teachableness  to  the  influence  of  His  Spirit,  from 
whatever  quarter  He  may  breathe  upon  us. 

But  to  meet  the  demands  of  such  a  time  as  ours, 
to  appropriate  its  blessings,  and  to  repel  its  dangers, 
there  is  need  of  a  far  greater  efTort  on  the  part  of  the 
Church  to  deal  with  the  intellectual  side  of  religion 
and  life. 

As  an  illustration  of  such  dealing  with  the  intel- 
lectual conditions  and  speciUative  problems  of  our 
age  we  have  commended  to  the  attention  of  believers 
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and  seekers  after  truth  the  Report  of  our  Committee 
on  The  Faith  and  Modern  Thought.* 

It  is  especially  in  reatard  to  the  rising  generation 
that  we  would  press  the  claims  of  this  particular  form 
of  service.  Whether  we  turn  to  the  problems  of  For- 
eign Missions,  especially  in  lands  of  ancient  religions 
or  philosophies,  or  to  the  problems  which  are  con- 
tinually arising  amongst  men  of  our  own  race  in  the 
new  circumstances  of  our  day,  we  find  the  same  need 
of  thinkers.  We  call  upon  Christian  parents  to  whom 
God  has  given  sons  of  any  special  ability,  to  pray  and 
to  strive  that  these  sons  may  contribute,  whether  as 
clergymen  or  laymen,  to  this  great  work.  We  appeal 
to  those  at  school  or  in  college  who  are  coming  to 
their  strength,  to  recognise  this  high  call,  and  humbly 
to  fit  themselves  by  discipline  hf  character,  by  intel- 
lectual sincerity,  and  by  hard  work,  to  bear  their  part 
in  the  formation  and  guidance  of  Christian  thought.

This  call  to  parents  and  sons  must  be  repeated  on 
behalf  of  the  ministry.  All  over  the  English-speaking 
world  we  deplore  the  insufficiency  of  the 
number  of  men  who  are  being  ordained. 
Amongst  the  various  reasons  noted  by  our 
Commit'ee  for  the  lack  of  candidates,  we 
are  convinced  that  a  main  cau.se  is  to  be 
found  in  the  double  fact  of  the  attraction,  even  for 
the  highest  minds,  now  exerted  by  many  other  pro- 
fessions, and  the  inadequate  provision  which  the 
Church  makes  for  its  clergy.  We  fear  that  many 
Christian  parents  hold  bai'k  their  sons  from  seeking 
Holy  Orders  because  the  worldly  prospects  of  that 
sacred  profession  are  bad.  "■■-  appeal  to  such  parents 
to  consider  whether  their  -prudence"  is  worthy  of 
their  Master.  We  call  upon  the  Church  to  rise  to  a 
true  conception  of  its  duty  nf  providing  for  the  min- 
istry. "The  labourer  is  worthy  of  his  hire."  The 
•Resolutions  1  anil  2. 
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dutifulness  of  Chureh-people  ought  to  make  their 
clergy  sure  of  adequate  atipemb*  in  their  working  days, 
and  maintenance  in  old  age.  This  is  no  proper  call 
upon  Christian  "charity";  it  is  one  of  the  first  obli- 
gations of  membership  in  the  Church  of  Christ. 

But  we  must  take  a  larger  view  of  this  matter  of 
ministry.  The  Church  needs  to  realise  in  new  ways 
the  inherent  priesthood  of  the  Christian  people.  Much 
in  the  work  of  Education  that  in  former  times  was 
done  by  the  clergy,  is  now  done  by  laymen.  We 
call  upon  all  schoolmasters  and  all  teachers  in  our 
Universities  to  remember  the  pastoral  aspect  of  their 
orifice  and  to  rise  to  the  height  of  their^  high  calling. 
On  the  other  habd,  much  that  might  well  be  done  by 
laymen  is  needlessly  thrown  upon  the  clergy.  We, 
call  upon  the  laity  to  come  forward,  and  upon  the 
cle.'iry  to  welcome  their  coming  forward,  for  work  of 
all  kinds,  and  especially  the  financial  and  social  work 
which  properly  belongs  to  them.  But  even  after 
account  has  been  taken  of  these  actual  or  possible 
readjustments,  we  need  more  men  for  service  in  Holy 
Orders.  We  need  all  the  men  whom  God  is  calling. 
He  is  calling  men  in  aJl  conditions  of  life,  poor  as 
well  as  rich,  unlearned  as  well  as  learned,  the  town- 
dweller  and  the  countryman.  But  many  are  unable 
to  obey  the  call  for  want  of  training  or  for  want  of 
means  to  obtain  it.  We  would  impress  upon  the  faith- 
ful everywhere  that  the  Church  has  to-day  no  greater 
need  than  that  the  clergy  should  be  better  trained,  and 
that  opportunities  of  good  training  should  be  made 
much  more  numerous.  We  rejoice  to  see  new  and 
promising  endeavours  to  adapt  the  training  of  the 
clergy  to  differing  ciioumstancea  and  new  conditions 
of  labour.  We  would  not  relax,  we  would  rather  in- 
crease, our  demands  for  a  good  general  education. 
But  this  must  be  followed 'by  training  both  in  sacred 
knowledge  and  in  practical  wisdom  if  men  are  to 
become  able  ministers  of  the  Word  and  Sacraments. 
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and  true  measenge'.'S,  watchmen  and  stewards  of  the 
Lord. 

We  hope  that  the  training  of  the  clergy  may  ever 
be  regarded  a»  only  begun  by  preparation  for  Holy 
Orders.  Lifelong  study  is  of  the  very  essence  of  the 
work  of  the  priest,  and  he  should  be  quick  to  avail 
himself  of  opportunities  of  new  experience.  In  this 
connexion,  temporary  excfanges  of  service  by  young 
clergymen  between  the  diflfei  !  Churches  of  our  Com- 
munion will  be  found  to  be  invaluable  in  the  training 
of  ordained  men,  whether  their  main  work  is  to  be 
given  in  the  Old  Country  or  in  newer  lands.* 

We  commend  to  the  Church  the  Resolutions  which 
the  Conference  has  passed  on  the  subject  of  the  Relig- 
ious Education  of  the  Young.  As  educators 
not  less  than  as  Christian  leaders  we  desire 
to  proclaim  afresh  our  conviction  that  the 
aim  of  all  true  education  is  the  development  of  the 
whole  man  to  the  highest  perfection  for  which  God 
intended  him.  We  record  our  solemn  protest  and 
warning  against  an,v  .s.vstem  of  education  which  does 
not  endeavour  to  fashion  and  upbuud  the  child's  char- 
ai^ter  in  the  faith  and  fear  of  God.  Wherever  and 
however  the  child's  "education"  is  carried  on.  that 
endeavour  must  find  full  place  in  it.  As  Christians 
we  desire  .unswervingly  to  insist  that  the  teachings  of 
Holy  Scripture  must  be  the  basis  of  all  such  work. 
W(^  have  reason  to  fear  that  the  knowledge  of  the 
liihle  may  be  ceasing  to  play  the  part  which  it  once 
plaved  in  the  training  of  the  young,  and  that  we  may 
be  in  some  danger  of  regarding  lightly  that  which 
has  in  the  Providence  of  God  been  for  our  race  one  of 
the  great  sources  of  stability  and  energy  of  character. 
But  we  do  not  rest  here.  In  face  of  common  miscon- 
ception as  to  the  ^eal  meaning  of  Bible  ten  'ling.  we 
have  deemed  it  our  duty  to  affirm  that  no  teaching 
"Resolutions  3-10. 
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of  the  Bible  can  be  regarded  as  adequate  which  does 
not  steadily  aim  at  inculcating?  personal  holiness  nnd 
a  life  of  fellowship  in  the  Church  of  Christ  throu«h 
the  sanctifying  grace  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Thtse  thoughts  we  commend  to  all  wliom  our  wunls 
may  reach,  to  all  engaged  in  edut*ational  atlmini^tra- 
tion,  to  teachers,  but  above  all  to  ('hriatian  par.nts. 
On  parv.nts  rests  the  first  and  foremost  responsibility. 
not  only  for  teaching  in  the  home  itself,  but  also  for 
infiuence  upon  the  schools  of  their  country.  With 
regard  to  the  high  office  of  the  teacher,  we  desire 
to  lay  stress  upon  the  special  call  which  comes  to-day 
to  young  men  and  women  to  regard  the  teaching  pro- 
fession as  one  of  the  noblest  to  which  God  can  call 
them,  and  to  fit  themselves  for  it  by  personal  conse- 
cration of  life  and  by  thoughtful  study  in  the  light 
which  1,.  research  and  learning  grows  amongst  us. 

The  question  of  the  due  provision  of  secondnry 
education  under  religious  influences,  wherever  needed, 
is  one  that  is  pressed  upon  our  Communion  witli  in- 
creasing force,  especially  in  the  Colonies.  There  is  a 
real  danger  lest  by  our  failure  to  grasp  the  situation 
we  should  leave  to  other  Communions  the  ground 
which  we  should  ourselves  be  occupying,  and  thereby 
neglect  a  duty  which  we  ought  to  fulfil  in  the  interests 
of  our  own  children.* 


The  subject  of  Foreign  Missions  must  always  hold 
a  foremost  place  among  the  questions  which  a  Lambeth 
Conference  is  called  to  consider.  We  eon- 
M°MioNs  fidently  believe  that  the  Pan-Anglican  Con- 
gress of  this  year  has  already  taught  our 
people  to  realise  more  vividly  than  ever  before  the 
direct  (tbligation  w«ich  in  this  matter  God  has  laid 
upon  every  Christian  man,  and  that  the  vivid  interest 
of  the  problems — racial,  philosophical,  and  practical — 
which  the  Church  is  now  called  \ipon  to  solve,  has  in

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thciiisands  of  Chriatian  homai  been  felt  for  the  finit 
timt".  In  our  Conference  a  1:  -tfe  Committee  of  Bish- 
ops hns  been  eagerly  bringing  to  bear  upon  tiiese 
problems  the  varied  experience  which  is  furiiished 
from  many  lands.  We  commend  to  the  Church  the 
weighty  words  which  they  have  spoken. 

Two  thoughts  .seem  to  emerge  with  a  peculiar  force 
from  our  consultations. 

The  first  is  the  splendid  hope  that  from  the  Held 
of  Foreign  Missions  there  will  he  gathered  for  the 
enrichment  of  the  Church's  manifold  heritage  the 
ample  and  varied  contribution  of  the  special  powers 
and  characteristics  belonging  to  the  several  nations  of 
mankind.  Each  and  all  are  capable  of  bringing  within 
the  apprehension  of  the  Church  aspects  of  truth  as 
yt»t  unrecognised.  There  is  a  harvest  of  the  Spirit 
which  cannot  be  garnered  till  the  Spirit  cimes  to 
breathe  upon  new  t.vpes  of  humanity. 

The  solution  of  racial  problems  is  the  despair  of 
statesmen.  It  is  for  the  Church  of  God  to  face  with 
quiet  courage  and  with  buoyant  hope  the  perplexities 
which  daunt  the  civil  ruler  who  is  striving  to  promote 
the  peace  and  happiness  of  the  world.  The  Church 
is  ready  with  the  old  true  message  of  the  Gospel — 
"Ye  arc  all  one  in  Christ  Jesus," 

Seeondl.v,  there  has  eome  to  us  a  deeper  realisation 
of  the  imperative  need  that  to  ihe  service  of  Foreign 
Missions  we  should  offer  of  our  very  best.  Money 
alone  is  but  a  poor  thing  to  give  with  such  an  oppor- 
tunity before  us.  We  need,  we  call  for,  men  and 
women  aflame  with  high  enthusiasm  for  Christ,  en- 
dowed with  capacity,  knowledge  and  strength,  and 
trained  with  eager  and  thoughtful  care  to  discharge 
aright  the  noblest  of  all  human  responsibilities.  At 
the  same  time  we  pray  our  brethren  dwelling  among 
non-Christian  peoples  to  bear  faithful  witness  to  our 
Master,  whose  representatives,  whether  they  remem- 
ber it  or  not,  those  peoples  will  hold  them  to  be.* 
'Beiolutions  20-26. 
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A  high  part  of  the  service  whieh  the  Church  of 
Christ  has  to  rendeT*  to  men  is  to  train  and  guide 
PRAVBR-  them  in  the  worship  nf  (jod,  and  in  par- 
BooK.         ticular  in  public  or  t'ommon  worship. 

The  growing  experience  cf  the  Anjjliean  ('om- 
munion  in  different  parts  of  the  world  and  among 
tlifferent  races  has  pointed  to  the  neceasity  for  the 
adaptation  and  enrichment  of  forma  of  service  and 
worship  which  have  come  down  to  us  from  other  times. 
Such  adaptation  and  enrichment  are  advisable,  and 
indeed  essential,  if  onr  Church  is  to  meet  the  real 
needs  of  living  men  and  women  to-day.  We  have  ac- 
cordingly made  certain  practical  suggestions  in  this 
direction  which  we  commend  to  the  attention  of  both 
clergy  and  laity.* 

On  the  important  subject  of  the  Quirnnqne  ittJ' 
the  result  of  very  careful  deliberations  will  be  found 
in  our  Resolutions.f 


The  Rasolutioas  which  wt  have  adopted  with  regard 
to  the  conditions  requisite  for  the  due  administration 
of  the  Holy  Comniuninn  bear  simply  ufin 
roMMu-      '^^^'^    special    diflficulties    which    have    been 
NICK.  brought  before  us.    The  former  of  these  two 

Resolutions  will,  we  trust,  allay  what  we 
believe  to  be  an  unnecessary  apprehension  of  a  risk  of 
infection  in  the  use  of  the  chaliee.  AVe  have  affirmed 
our  conviction  that  it  would  be  unr  asonable  to  make, 
on  the  ground  of  s\ich  appn?hension,  any  departure 
from  the  traditional  custom  of  the  Church ;  and  that 
the  fears  which  have  been  unwisely  roused  should  be 
allayed  by  the  wisdom  of  common-sense.  We  advise 
that  in  special  cases  with  exceptional  circumstances 
the  direction  of  the  Bishop  shculd  be  sought.  The 
latter  of  the  two  Resolutions  has  regard  to  the  past 
occurrence  and  the  possible  recurrence  of  casen  in- 
volving an  absolute  necessity  of  choice  between  re-

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fraiiiiiiff  altogether  from  the  Celebration  of  the  Holy 
Commiininn.  or  luinx  for  the  Celebration  wine  which 
is  not  muile  from  the  fruit  of  the  vine,  or  adopting 
some  other  n.  aire  ini'onBistent  with  Catholie  oriler. 
We  hold  that  the  Churih  cannot  sanction  the  use  of 
any  other  elementM  than  the  Bread  and  Wine  which 
the  Lord  commanded  to  be  received;  that,  where  the 
iiliHolute  necessity  of  which  we  have  spoken  is  clear 
and  nnmistakable.  the  respons'Jility  of  deciding  npon 
the  riirht  courae  must  lie  left  with  those  to  whom  it 
directly  belon(?s;  and  that,  if  there  be  any  deviaticm 
from  the  i  tistom  of  the  ('hnri'li.  suih  deviation  should 
last  no  longer  than  while  the  absolute  neceflsity  pre- 
vails.*

Truths,  which  the  Church  has  failed  to  set  forth 
fully,  have  often  given  strength  to  the  erroneous  or 

disproportionate  systems  in  which  they  have 
R'lNis.         been  emphasized ;  men  have  felt  the  force  of 

tcai'hing  which  has  come  to  them  as  new; 

they  have  sometimes  felt  it  all  the  more 
because  it  was  urged  npon  them  in  severance  from  its 
context  in  the  Christian  creed.  We  hold  that  it  is 
somewhat  thus  that  a  considerable  influence  has  ai- 
crued  in  our  day  to  certain  movements  which  arc 
described  in  the  Report  on  Ministries  of  Tlenling. 
Tluise  movements  differ  widely  and  deeply  one  from 
another  in  their  character,  and  in  the  claim  which 
they  can  make  for  consideration:  we  do  not  think  it 
■well  here  to  speak  of  them  in  detail ;  they  are  cnrefnlly 
estimated  and  characterised  in  the  Report,  winch, 
with  the  Resolutions  which  we  have  passed,  t  indi- 
cates the  manner  in  which,  according  to  our  judgment, 
the.v  should  be  met. 

We  have   also  had  before  us  the  subject   ol   the 
unction  of  the  sick  with  a  view  to  their  recovery,  and 
hiivc  considcri'd  it  u:  regard  to  its  history  and  to  its 
'ficsolutions  31  and  32.  tKeiolutioDB  33-35. 
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Hllpt'cil  iiri(jin  in  the  pri'ci'pt  iif  St.  Junii'a  (v.  14), 
unil  iilw)  in  rclatinn  In  the  I'dnclitioMs  prcvBilinif  in 
tlif  Clmroh  nt  the  pn  .it  timf.  As  tlic  rw.ult  iit  diir 
invi'sliiiiition.  Wf  do  not  reconimoiid  tlii'  niitlKirisii- 
ticin  iif  the  anointing  of  the  »iek  iH  a  lite  of  the 
C'hurih.  On  the  other  hand,  we  do  not  wish  to  forliid 
nil  reronrse  to  a  praetice  whieh.  ns  we  are  infornieil. 
ha-f  been  earried  out  by  many  persona,  both  eliTiiiil 
and  lay,  within  and  without  our  Communion.  We 
have  thouirht  (food  to  adviac  that  the  pariah  priest. 
in  dealing  with  any  requciit  made  to  him  by  a  siek 
person  who  humbly  ;  nd  heartil.v  desires  such  anoint- 
ing, should  seek  the  eounsel  of  his  Bishop.* 

The  purity  of  family  life  is  the  Imsis  of  all  iuit\"Mal 
stability;  and  it  is  the  function  of  the  Chureh  not  only 

to  bleas  the  marriage  itself,  but  also  to 
KioBLBMs.  *f""'"'l  "•"  ■"♦''in'ity  oi  the  family  in  all  its 

al  isjes.  In  pursuanee  of  this  function  it  has 
been  our  duty  to  deal  with  evils  arising  from  n  low 
estimate  of  marriage,  the  unfaithfulness  of  married 
people  to  the  vows  by  whieh  they  are  bound,  and  the 
terrible  increase  of  facilities  for  divorce.  In  the  face 
i)f  these  and  similar  evils,  we  have  felt  it  to  be  our 
dnt.v  to  re-atfirm  the  prineiples  on  the  subject  of 
<livoree  which  were  laid  down  b.v  the  Lambeth  Con- 
ference twent.v  years  ago,  and  to  assert  our  conviction 
that  no  view  less  strict  than  this  is  admissible  in  the 
Church  of  Chri.st.  But  we  would  la.v  especial  stress 
upon  the  fact  that  it  is  in  the  realm  of  life  more 
than  in  that  of  thought  that  evils  of  this  kind  are  to 
be  fought  and  overcome ;  and  we  would  impress  upon 
all  (tur  people  the  neeessit.v  for  the  formation  of  a 
pure  and  upright  public  opinion  amongst  women  and 
men  alike,  whieh  will  not  suffer  the  evils  of  which  we 
speak  to  go  on  unchecked  with  '•'      'nity.

In  ho  far  8« 
we  have  thua  failed,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
Conference  is  natheml  from  Churehiw  dilTerinu  not 
only  in  the  ennditiona  under  which  they  have  to  deal 
wit!,  these  questiona,  but  also  in  the  fi.  laal  Can(m.H. 
dioeeaan.  provincial,  or  (teneral.  by  which  their  action 
ia  ruled.  In  view  of  thia  fact  we  have  Mime  to  the 
conclusion  that  these  ((ucstions  must  be  dealt  with 
separately  in  the  si'Veral  Churches  of  i)iir  Communion. 
We  have  on  this  ground  left  without  an  ade(|H8te  or 
general  declaration  of  judgment  the  difficulty  which 
has  been  constituted  for  the  Church  of  England  by 
recent  iegialation  concerning  marriage  with  a  decea»e(' 
wife's  sister. 

A  further  evil  with  which  we  have  had  to  deal  is 
of  such  a  kind  that  it  cannot  la-  spoken  of  •  ithout 
repugnance.  No  one  who  values  the  purity  of  home 
life  uan  contemplate  without  grave  misgiving  the 
I'xistence  of  an  evil  which  .jeopardises  that  purity; 
m  one  who  treatures  ■..  Christ .  i  ideal  of  marriage 
can  condone  the  existence  of  habith  ■  ,hich  subvert  some 
of  the  es.Hential  elemcnta  of  that  ideal.  In  view  of  the 
figures  and  fac  s  which  have  been  set  before  na.  we 
cnTinot  doubt  that  there  is  a  widespread  prevalence 
iunongst  our  peoples  of  the  practice  of  resorting  to 
artificial  means  for  the  avoidance  r  prevention  of 
child-bearing.  We  have  spoke  i  of  thiic  practices  and 
i'n<leavourcd  to  characterise  them  as  they  deserve,  not 
only  in  their  results,  but  in  thciuselves ;  and  we  would 
ajipeal  to  the  members  of  our  'wn  Churches  to  exert 
the  whole  force  of  their  Christian  character  in  con- 
demnation of  them.*

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By  the  power  of  the  truth  whic'h  it  c»rrie«  antl  de- 
lares,  the  Church  i«  rotntmitly  nerving  the  p«u«e  of 
true  progmn.  But  it  hu  a  further  ihil.v 
to  be  watchfully  renponsive  to  the  oppiip- 
tunltiea  of  service  which  the  movementH 
civil  Rociety  provide.  The  deniiK'rKtii'  miivc- 
ment  of  our  century  pnwntH  one  of  thcnc 
opportuniticR.  I'nderlyinu  it  are  idriilH  of  brother- 
hiKul.  liberty,  and  mutual  justice  and  help.  In  thow' 
ideaU  we  recognise  the  working  of  our  Ijord '«  teaching 
BR  to  the  inestimable  value  of  every  human  being  in 
the  Right  of  Ood,  and  Hia  special  thought  for  the  weak 
and  the  oppressed.  These  are  practical  truths  pro- 
claimed by  the  ancient  Prophets  and  cnforted  by  our 
Ijord  with  all  the  perfeetneas  of  Iiis  teaching  and 
I  lis  life.  We  call  upon  the  Church  to  consider  how 
far  and  wherein  it  has  departed  from  theae  truths.  In 
so  far  as  the  democratic  and  industrial  movement  is 
animated  by  them  and  strives  to  procure  for  all. 
especially  for  the  weaker,  just  treatment  and  a  real 
opportunit.v  of  living  a  true  huni.iii  life,  w  appeal  to 
all  Christians  to  co-operate  actively  with  '  Only  so 
oan  they  hope  to  commend  to  the  movement  the  Spirit 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  is  a*  once  its  true 
stimulus  and  its  true  corrective.  Only  so  can  they  win 
for  Him  that  allegiance  which  is  the  constant  and 
enduring  security  for  the  hopes  and  progress  of  human 
"ociety.*

Three  subjects  of  pressing  importance,  on  which  the 
Conference  did  not  appoint  Committees,  it  treated  in 
Kesalutiona. 

The  neglect  of  Sunday  we  are  bound  to  resist  with 
all  the  force  of  corporate  opposition  in  the  interest 
both  of  the  service  of  God  and  of  the  service  of  man.t 

As  servants  of  the  Prince  of  Peace,  we  welcome 
the  efforts  which  have  been  made  in  the  Conferences 
*R«olutiona  44-SO.  tBnolutios  S3. 
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at  The  Hague  to  vindicate  the  methods  of  peaie  and 
to  promote  arbitration  in  the  aflfairs  of  nations;  and 
we  desire  to  record  our  conviction  that  the  contiiets 
inevitably  arising  from  race  prejudice,  from  commer- 
cial rivalry,  and  from  competing  trade-interests,  can 
best  be  brought  to  an  end  by  a  resolute  use  of  arbi- 
tration and  similar  methods.* 

The  service  of  man  demands  that  we  should  vigor- 
ously support  efforts  to  cut  off  the  occasions  of 
stumbling  which  bring  thousands  of  lives  to  disaster. 
Such  a  purpose  dictates  our  Resolution  on  the  sub- 
ject of  Opium,  in  which  we  expr&ss  our  heartv  sym- 
pathy with  all  that  Governments  and  individuals  are 
attempting  for  the  abatement  of  that  great  evil.t 

In  like  manner  the  growth  and  expansion  of  the 
liquor  traffic  in  West  Africa,  to  the  infinite  detriment 
of  its  peoples,  seems  to  us  to 'be  an  evil  which  calls 
imperatively  for  redress.J 

No  one  can  watch  the  life  of  our  day  without  noting 
many  gigantic  forces  of  evil  active  among  us,  of  which 
intemperance,  impurity  and  gambling  are  signal  ex- 
amples. Some  of  these  have  been  the  subjects  of  de- 
tailed treatment  by  earlier  Conferences;  others  may 
be  dealt  with  by  those  that  follow.  But  we  are  per- 
suaded that  we  shall  not  strengthen  the  moral  witness 
of  the  Church  by  attempting  to  deal  cursorily  on  each 
occasion  with  all,  even  of  the  most  important  subjects. 
We  only  desire  to  make  it  evident  that  if  v,e  must 
perforce  omit  many  subjects  of  ever  pressing  import- 
ance, it  is  not  through  inadvertence,  or  because  we  are 
not  zealous  to  encourage  those  whom  we  address  to 
unremitting  and  prayerful  efforts  in  combating  the 
manifold  forces  of  evil  which  are  working  havoc  in 
the  human  life  around  us.

zATioN.  I'  'he  AiiRlioan  Communion  is  to  render 

that  service  to  the  varied  needs  of  mankind 
to  which  the  Church  of  our  day  is  specially  called. 
roRRrd  must  be  had  both  to  the  just  freedom  of  its 
several  parts  and  to  the  just  claims  of  the  wh.ile 
Communion  upon  its  every  part. 

That  freedom  of  local  development  Vfhich  is  a  char- 
acteristic clement  in  the  inheritance  which  the  Ansrli- 
can  Communion  has  received,  and  in  the  traditions'of 
the  English^ipealsing  race,  and  which  also  belongs  of 
riKht  to  the  native  churches  whiih  we  have  fostered, 
must  have  its  balance  and  check  in  opportunities  for 
mutual  consultation  and  advice. 

To  this  end  we  have  recommended  the  reconstruc- 
tion upon  representative  lines  of  the  Central  Consul- 
tative Body,  which  was  initiated  by  the  Conference 
of  1897;  we  have  suggested  methods  for  the  election 
of  its  members,  and  principles  which  ought  at  once 
to  guide  and  to  limit  its  action.* 

There  is  no  subject  of  more  general  or  more  vivid 
interest  than  that  of  Reunion  and  Intercommunion. 
This  interest  indeed  is  not  new.  The  pecu- 
Reuniok.  liar  position  of  our  Communion,  with  its 
power  and  hope  of  mediating  in  a  divided 
Christendom,  has  long  been  recognized  by  members  of 
our  own  Churches  and  by  others.  This  position  is  to 
us  a  continual  call  to  service,  as  was  abundantly 
acknowledged  by  the  Conferences  of  1888  and  1897. 
But  this  year's  Conference  has  met  in  circumstances 
which  pressed  upon  us  this  same  call  to  service  with 
a  new  insistence.  The  winning  of  the  nations  to  Christ, 
in  fulfilment  of  His  own  great  commission  to  His 
Church,  is  a  matter  of  much  more  general  concern  to 
Christian  people  than  ever  before,  and  we  realize  the 
imperative  necessity  for  effective  and  visible  co-opera- 
'BMOIntioiu  S4-56. 
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tion  among  the  workers.  The  waste  of  foree  in  the 
Mission  field  calls  aloud  for  unity.  Nor  is  this  less 
necessary  for  the  effective  conduct  of  the  war  against 
the  mighty  forces  of  evil  in  Christian  lands.  With 
the  realisation  of  this  need  has  come  a  new  demand  for 
unity,  a  penitent  acknowledgment  of  the  faults  that 
hinder  it,  and  a  quickened  eagerness  in  prayer  that, 
through  the  mercy  of  God.  it  may  be  attained. 

The  careful  Report  of  our  Committee  and  the  de- 
tailed Resolutions  may  seem  to  some  but  cold  in  com- 
parison with  the  warmth  of  the  desires  of  many 
hearts.  But  these  readers  should  remember  the  grave 
responsibility  which  attaches  to  the  composition  of 
such  documents,  and  the  necessity  of  accuracy,  can- 
dour, and  self-restraint,  if  the  cause  of  unity  is  to 
be  advanced  by  them. 

Such  Resolutions  and  Reports  cannot  be  summar- 
ised; they  must  be  studied.  It  will  be  observed  that, 
in  regard  to  every  one  of  the  Churches  or  groups  of 
Churches  to  which  our  attention  has  been  directed,  we 
have  tried  to  indicate  some  lines  of  definite  practical 
approach.  Wherever  we  have  had  reason  to  think  that 
such  an  advance  would  be  welcomed,  we  have  gone 
far  to  meet  our  brethren.  Where  we  have  felt  it 
absolutely  necessary  to  sound  a  note  of  warning,  wp 
have  tried  to  speak  the  truth  in  love. 

Our  Resolutions  represent,  for  the  most  part,  the 
present  situation  of  our  public  relations  with  churches 
more  or  less  widely  separated  from  us.  They  may 
seem  to  show  the  remoteness  rather  than  the  nearness 
of  corporate  reunion.  But  before  that  consummation 
can  be  reached  there  must  come  a  period  of  prepara- 
tion. This  preparation  must  be  made  by  individuals  in 
many  wa.vs.  by  co-operation  in  moral  and  social  en- 
deavour, and  in  promoting  the  spiritual  interests  of 
mankind,  by  brotherly  intercourse,  by  becoming  fa- 
miliar with  one  another's  characteristic  beliefs  and 
pmfticcs.  by  the  increase  of  mutual  understanding  and 
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appri-eiation.  All  this  will  be  fruitful  in  proportion 
as  it  is  dominated  by  a  right  ideal  of  reunion.  We 
must  set  before  us  the  Church  of  Christ  as  He  would 
have  it,  one  spirit  and  one  body,  enriched  with  all 
those  elements  of  divine  truth  which  the  separated 
communities  of  Christians  now  emphasize  severally, 
strengthened  by  the  interaction  of  all  the  gifts  and 
graces  which  our  divisions  now  hold  asunder,  filled 
with  all  the  fulness  of  God.  We  dare  not,  in  the 
name  of  peace,  barter  away  those  precious  things  of 
which  we  have  been  made  stewards.  Neither  can  we 
wish  others  to  be  unfaithful  to  trusts  which  they  hold 
no  less  sacred.  We  must  fix  our  eyes  on  the  Church 
of  tlic  future,  which  is  to  be  adorned  with  all  the 
precious  things,  both  theirs  and  ours.  We  must  con- 
stantly desire  not  compromise,  but  comprehension,  not 
uniformity  but  unity.* 

The  worii  of  our  Lambeth  Conferences  is  gradually 
as.suming  a  certain  measure  of  continuity  or  sequence. 
This  may  be  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  we  have  had 
before  us  the  Report  of  a  Committee  appointed  in  the 
LamlKth  Conference  of  1897  to  eonsidei  I  he  relations 
of  religious  communities  within  the  Church  to  the 
Epi.scopate,  and  we  have  requested  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury  to  take  steps  for  ascertaining  and  com- 
paring the  opinions  of  different  parts  of  the  Chu-ch 
in  regard  to  this  subject,  nowaila.vs  increasingly  im- 
portant.t 

Similarly  we  have  now  requested  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  to  appoint  Committees  to  consider  and 
report  upon  the  following  subjects:  The  best  method 
of  improving  the  instruction  given  in  Sunday  Schools; 
the  preparation  of  a  new  translation  of  the  Quicunque 
vult :  and  the  compilation  of  a  book  containing  addi- 
tional forms  of  service  which  might  be  authorFsed  by 
particular  Bishops  for  use  in  tJieir  dioeeses.J: 
•Besolutions  58-78.       tBesoIution  57.       (Resolutions  14,  89.  28. 
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AVe  have,  moreover,  had  again  before  us  questions 
concerning  our  relations  with  the  separate  Churches 
of  the  East ;  we  have  received  with  a  hearty  welcome 
a  letter  of  friendly  greeting  brought  to  us  from  the 
Archbishop  of  Upsala  by  the  Bishop  of  Kalmar;  and 
we  have  again  entered  carefully  into  the  history  and 
position  of  the  Vnitas  Fratrum,  better  known  as  the 
iforavian  Brethren.  In  all  these  cases  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury  has  been  asked  to  appoint  Commis- 
sions to  inquire  further  into  the  questions  which  are 
involved.* 

We  have  also  recommended  the  appointment  of  a 
permanent  Committee  of  men  specially  conversant 
with  the  life  and  doctrine  of  the  Churches  of  the 
Orthodox  East,  to  take  cognisance  of  all  that  concerns 
our  relation  to  those  Churches.t 


Such  is  the  outcome  of  our  work;  aud  our  hope  is 
that'll  may,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  tend  to  uphold, 
confirm  and  guide  the  will  of  Christ's  servants  by  love 
to  serve  one  another  after  His  example  and  for  His 
sake.  The  brightness  of  His  light  is  on  the  scene  be- 
fore us  as  we  think  of  the  Church  thus  showing  forth 
in  the  world  with  ever-increasing  clearness  the  glory 
and  happiness  of  service.  But  the  vision  is  not  bound- 
ed by  the  horizon  of  the  world ;  its  true  meaning  is  not 
known  until  we  raise  our  eyes  abi,-,x  the  scenes  of  time. 
God  made  us  for  Himself:  and  the  purpose  of  His 
love  for  every  individual  soul  and  for  the  whole  race 
of  mankind  cannot  be  attained  or  understood  until  all 
that  He  has  given  and  redeemed  is  lifted  up  in  glad 
aud  thankful  offering  to  Him.  Human  life  at  large 
and  the  lives  of  men.  one  by  one,  find  their  true  calling 
and  the  earnest  of  their  everlasting  joy  through  self- 
oblation  in  union  with  Him  who  made  for  all  men  the 
One  Perfect  Oblation  of  Himself.  That  men  may 
know  that  calling,  that  they  may  come  to  that  joy, 
•Resolutions  63,  64,  74,  73.  tBesglution  61. 
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is  the  end,  the  crown,  of  all  the  service  that  the  Chmvh 
can  render  to  thini.  The  goal  may  seem  far  off;  the 
glory  that  shall  be  revealed  may  seem  more  than  our 
thoughts  can  grasp ;  but  the  Church  can  never  be  eon- 
tent  with  a  lower  aim  than  the  hope  which  God  has 
given,  and  all  things  are  possible  with  Him  who  is 
Almighty  and  Eternal.  Those  who  believe  that  in  the 
service  of  mankind  they  are  fellow-workers  with  Him 
must  not  fear  to  lift  their  hope  and  prayer  for  all  men 
to  the  height  towards  which  He  points;  even  that  we 
may  "present  every  man  perfect  in  Christ  Jesus"; 
even  that  "all  may  come  into  the  unity  of  the  faith, 
and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God.  unto  a  per- 
fect man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  ful- 
ness of  Chris!."

RESOLUTIONS  FORMALLY  ADOPTED  BY 
THE  CONFERENCE  OF  1908. 


1.  The  Conference  commends  to  Christian  peoph; 
and  to  all  seekers  after  truth  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mitee  on  The  Faith  and  Modern  Thought,  as  a  faithfnl 
attempt  to  show  how  that  claim  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  which  the  Church  is  set  to  present  to  each 
generation,  may,  under  the  characteristic  conditions 
of  our  time,   best  command   allegiance. 

2.  The  Conference,  in  view  of  tendencies  widely 
shown  in  the  writings  of  the  present  day,  hereby 
places  on  record  its  conviction  that  the  historical  facts 
stated  in  the  Creeds  are  an  essential  part  of  the  Faith 
of  the  Church. 


3.  Whereas  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  His  Apostles 
made  it  of  first  importance  that  the  Church's  min- 
isters should  be  men  of  spiritual  character  and  power, 
full  of  faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  and  whereas  our 
Lord  has  taught  us  to  pray  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest 
that  He  will  send  forth  labourers  into  His  harvest ; 
this  Conference  desires  to  emphasize  the  need  of  more 
earnest  prayer  on  the  part  of  the  Church  generally, 
especially  at  the  Ember  seasons,  that  God  would  call 
and  send  forth  such  men  to  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

4.  Whereas,  in  view  of  the  serious  de'?line  in  the 
number  of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  it  is  clear  that 
some  do  not  recognise  that  call  and  others  are  either 
unwilling  or  unable  to  offer  them-selves  for  the  min- 
istry, we  recommend  that  Christian  parents  be  urged 
TO  eneonrage  signs  nf  vocation  in  their  sons,  and  to 
count  it  a  privilege  to  dedicate  them  for  the  ministry. 
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and  parish  prieHtD  anU  teachers  in  schooU  and  univer- 
sities to  foster  sueh  voeations. 

5.  Inasmuch  as  there  are  many  young  men  who 
appear  to  have  n  vocation  for  the  ministry  and  to  be 
hindered  from  realising  it  only  by  lacl{  of  means  to 
provide  their  training,  this  Conference  urges  that  an 
Ordinniic.n  Candidates  Fund  and  Committee,  or  some 
sirailpi'  organisation,  should  form  part  of  the  normal 
equip -nent  of  the  Church,  to  assist  Bishops  in  discov- 
ering such  men  and  enabling  them  to  respond  to  their 
call;  and  that  all  Churchmen  should  he  taught  to  re- 
gard it  as  their  duty  to  contribute  to  this  object. 

6.  So  far  from  the  standard  for  ordination  being 
lowered  to  meet  the  existing  deficiency  in  the  number 
of  candidates,  the  time  has  now  come  when,  in  view  of 
the  r^  velopm'.'Ut  of  education  and  of  the  increa.scd 
opp'  unities  afforded  for  university  training,  a  ser- 
ious effort  should  be  made  to'  secure  that  candidates 
for  Holy  Orders  shoidd  normally  be  graduates  of  some 
recognised  university. 

7.  While  rules  must  of  necessity  vary  t  >  suit  the 
varying  conditions  in  different  parts  of  the  world,  the 
principle  ought  everywhere  to  be  maintained  that,  in 
addition  to  general  education,  all  candidates  should 
be  required  to  receive  special  theological  and  practical 
training  under  some  recognised  supervision. 

8.  It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the  con- 
science of  the  Church  at  large  should  be  awakened 
as  to  its  primary  responsibility  for  providing  for  the 
training,  maintenance,  and  superannuation  of  the 
clergy;  and  we  recommend  that  united  action  to  this 
end  should  be  taken,  where  possible,  by  *he  provinces 
or  national  Churches  of  our  Communion. 

9.  Since  it  is  generally  acknowledged  that  the  sys- 
tem of  eneouragiug  men  to  work  abroad  for  a  period 
of  three  or  five  years  has  proved  successful,  it  should 
lie  continued  nd  carried  out  more  thoroughly  and 
s,vstematioally.  and  a  greater  reciprocity  of  service 
might  be  established  to  the  benefit  of  all  concerned. 

10.  In  view  of  the  cmbarfassmi-nt  arising  from  the 
lack   of   uniform    usage   regulating   tlic   transfer   of 
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cliTKyiniii  from  ono  diocese  tn  tiiiothep,  it  is  iieeei- 
sar^-  tliat  inuie  should  Ije  reeeived  into  a  diwese  or 
missionary  .jurisdiction  of  the  Anu'liian  f'cimrauniou 
until  the  Bisliop  of  the  diocese  into  vihieh  he  rocs  has 
received  concerning  him.  in  addition  to  whatever  fither 
Letters  Testimonial  may  be  refpiired.  a  direr't  com- 
munication or  a  letter  of  transfer  from  the  Bishop  of 
the  diocese  from  whii'h  he  comes. 


11.  Ill  the  .indgment  of  the  Conference  it  is  our 
iluty  as  Christians  to  mnlce  it  clear  to  the  world  that 
pnrel,\  secular  s.vst<mis  of  education  are  educationally 
as  well  as  morally  unsound,  since  they  fail  to  co- 
ordinate the  training  of  the  whole  nature  of  the  child, 
and  necessarily  leave  many  children  deficient  in  a 
most  important  factor  for  that  formation  of  character 
whi.li  is  the  principal  aim  of  education. 

12.  It  is  our  duty  as  Christians  to  maintain  that 
the  fnie  end  of  Bible-teaching  is  a  sound  and  definite 
Christian  faith,  realising  itself  in  a  holy  Ife  of  obe- 
dence  and  love,  and  of  fellowship  in  the  Church  of 
flhrist  throimh  the  sanctifying  grace  of  the  Holy 
Ohost:  and  no  tenchinc  can  be  regarded  as  adcf|uate 
religions  teaching  which  limits  itself  to  historical  in- 
formation and  moral  culture. 

13.  It  is  our  duty  as  Christians  to  be  alert  to  iis,> 
in  all  schools  every  opportunity  which  the  State  affords 
us  for  training  our  children  in  the  -faith  of  their  par- 
ents, and  to  obtain  adequate  opportunities  for  such 
teaching  in  countries  where  they  do  not  already  exist. 

V-.  There  is  urgent  need  to  strengthen  our  Sunday 
School  .system,  and  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  is 
respectfully  requested  to  appoint  a  Committee  to  re- 
port  to  him  on  the  best  methods  of  improving  Sunday 
School  instruction,  and  on  the  right  relations  between 
Sunday  Schools  and  the  various  s.\-stenis  of  catechising 
in  Church. 

16.  It  is  of  vital  importance  that  the  Church  should 
c>triblish  iiiid  maintain  .secondar.v  schools,  wherever 
til  ^•  are  needed,  for  children  of  the  Kiiglish-sps'aking 
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racp  in  hII  partB  of  the  Anglican  Cnmmiiniim :  ami 
the  Ciinfererice  ramestl.v  supportii  the  plea  whieh 
rcaeheH  it  for  tlie  establinhnient  of  siieh  Hchcwls. 

18.  The  Conference  drawn  attention  to  the  pressintf 
need  of  the  servieen  of  men  and  women  who  will  oon- 
seerate  their  lives  to  teaching  aa  a  call  from  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Chnreh. 

17.  The  religious  training  of  teachers  should  lie  re. 
L'arded  as  a  primary  dnty  of  the  Chnreh,  espeiially 
in  view  of  the  right  use  to  [>c  made  of  the  light  throwii 
on  the  Bible  by  modern  research;  and  teachers  shoidil 
he  enconraged  in  all  their  efforts  to  asaoeiate  them- 
selves for  the  promotion  of  their  spiritual  life. 

18.  The  Church  should  endeavour  to  promote  and 
c  iiltivnte  the  spiritual  life  of  the  students  in  secondary 
sehiKils  and  universities,  and  should  show  active  svm'- 
pathy  with  all  wisely  directed  efforts  which  have  this 
ciul  in  view. 

19.  The  Conference  desires  to  lay  special  stress  on 
the  duty  of  parents  in  all  conditions  of  social  life  to 
take  personal  part  in  the  religious  instniction  of  their 
own  children.  ■  and  to  show  active  interest  in  the 
religions  instniction  which  the  children  receive  at 
school. 


20.  AW  races  anil  peoples,  whatever  their  language 
or  comlitions.  nuist  !»•  welded  into  one  liody.  mid  the 
orgnnisation  of  different  races  liv'  '  side  by  side  into 
separate  or  iiidependi'iit  Churches,  n  the  basis  of  nice 
or  c'olour,  is  in'ousistciit  with  the  vital  and  essential 
principle  of  the  unity  of  Christ's  Church. 

21.  Kvcry  effort  should  be  made  to  train  native 
Churches  and  congregations  in  self-support  and  self- 
government;  and  in  view  of  the  great  importance  of 
the  establishment  of  a  native  episcopate  in  all  coun- 
tries where  the  Church  is  planted,  this  Conference 
urges  the  newssity  of  providing  an  advanced  theo- 
logical and  practical  training  for  the  ablest  of  the 
native  clergy  in  the  Mission  field. 
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22.  This  Conffrt'ncc  n  iitlii-ni-i  Itt-wiltitiim  24»  uf  the 
ContVivnci'  of  18;)7  an<l  fiirtlu'r  ivHctlvt-H  that.  thoiiKh 
it  iruiy  Ih-  (](>Hirul>lc  t»  rcrovjiiisi'.  in  wtnu'  chkch  and 
uinlfT  certain  HpeuitU  i-iriui»Ntanc4>H.  the  I'piNcopal  cape 
of  ft  Hishnp  iif  his  own  cMuntrynu'M  within  the  juris- 
dii'tioii  of  another  Bishop  nf  ihi'  Anuli<'an  T'ommiinion.

23.  Tho  ('(tnftToncc  fonuncnd-s  to  the  consideration 
of  the  Church  the  suggestions  of  the  Committee  on 
Ki'Ci'iirn  Missions,  eonttiincd  in  tli'ir  luport.  for  eor- 
relntiou  and  eo-oporation  lietwivn  Missions  of  the 
Anirliean  Communion  and  thnsi-  (tf  other  Christian 
bodies. 

24.  Wiiile  the  educative  value  of  the  Book  of  Com- 
mon Prayer  and  the  importance  of  retaininj;  it  as  a 
bond  of  union  and  standard  ni'  devotion  should  be  fully 
reeof^nized.  every  effort  should  be  made,  under  due 
authority,  to  render  the  forms  of  public  worship  more 
intelliffible  to  uneducated  eoni;rei;ations  and  better 
stiited  to  the  widely  diverse  needs  of  the  various  races 
within  the  Anglican  Conmuuiion. 

26.  National  and  Utcal  Churclics  are  at  liberty  to 
adopt  native  forms  of  mnrriaj/e  and  eon.scerate  tliein 
to  a  Christian  use,  provided  that — 

(a)  The  form  used  expli(Mtiy  states  that  the  mar- 
riajre  is  lifelong  and  exclusive; 

•Hesolutioii  24  of  iiie  Lnmbotii  runfcrfnue,  1897:  "That, 
while  it  is  the  duty  of  thu  whole  Church  to  make  disciples  of 
all  nations,  yet,  in  the  di^chargy  of  this  duty,  indt'pendent 
Churchea  of  the  Anglican  Communion  ought  to  recognise  the 
equal  rights  of  each  other  when  establishing  foreign  missionary 
iurisdictioiis.  go  that  two  Bishops  of  that  Communion  may  not

,and  provincial  synods  of  his  particular  Church  to  gain  the

26.  Thin  Confi-rt'iH'*'  alHo  ilcHirt'M  to  cxpri'w*  its  diM-p 
HciiHc  of  the  iriiHMioimry  vahi*-  of  the  recent  Pan-A)i|iili- 
cHM  Conifrcsx;  tiiid  coinint'iKlH  to  the  careful  study  of 
the  whcic  An^licRM  Ciimmunjon  the  Molemn  facts  of 
duty,  opptirtuuity,  and  rcKpcmsibdity.  in  rejrard  tn  the 
mm-Christiirn  world,  which  that  Cunvrresa  elicitHl  and 
affirmed. 


27.  In  any  revision  of  the  BiMik  of  Common  Prayer 
which  may  hereafter  be  undertaken  by  c<mipetent 
mithority  the  following  principles  should  be  held  in

(Ihurehes  of  the  Aiiitlienn  Communion  may  riithtly 
dei'ide  for  themwlves  what  in  their  varying  eireum- 
Htaneea  is  deairable;  but  the  Conference  urires  that, 
if  any  chanue  of  nde  or  usaire  \x  made,  full  reisard 
Hhould  be  had  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Catholic 
Faith  in  its  inteiirity,  to  the  commendation  of  that 
Faith  to  the  minds  of  men.  and  to  the  relief  of  di<- 
'luieted  consciences. 


31.  For  reasons  (?iven  in  the  Report  on  the  Adminis- 
tration of  Holy  Ccminmnion,  as  well  as  for  other  rea- 
sons, the  Conference  is  ccmvinced  that  it  is  not  desir- 
able to  make,  on  the  ground  of  alarm  as  to  the  pos. 
sible  risk  of  infection,  any  chautte  in  the  manner  of 
administering  the  Holy  Communion.  Special  caws 
involvinj?  exceptional  risk  should  be  referred  to  the 
Bishop  and  dealt  with  accnrdinff  to  his  direction. 

32,  The  Conference  declares  that  the  only  elements 
which  the  Church  can  sanction  for  use  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Holy  Communion  are  Bread  and  Wine, 
accordiuK  to  the  institution  of  our  Lord.  While  de- 
claring this,  the  Conference  does  not  pronounce  judg- 
ment upon  such  a  course  as  in  cases  ttf  absolute  neces- 
sity may  be  in  particular  regioas  adopted  by  those 
Bishops  on  whom  falls  the  responsibilty  of  dealing 
with  an  imperative  need.  But  it  would  insist  that 
luiy  such  divergence  from  the  practice  of  the  Church, 
if  it  is  to  be  juslifled  by  actual  uecesaity,  ought  to 
cease  as  soon  as  the  conditions  of  necessity  are  over. 
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33.  Witk  regard  to  Ministries  of  Healing,  this  Con- 
ference, confident  that  God  has  infinite  blessings  and 
powers  in  store  for  those  who  seek  them  by  prayer, 
communiou  and  strong  endeavour,  and  conscious  that 
the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Church  have  too  often 
failed  to  turn  to  God  with  such  complete  trust  as  will 
draw  those  powers  into  full  service,  desires  solemnly 
to  affirm  that  the  strongest  and  most  immediate  call 
to  the  Church  is  to  the  deepening  and  renewal  of  her 
spiritual  life;  and  to  urge  upon  the  clergy  of  the 
Church  so  to  set  forth  to  the  people  Christ,  the  Incar- 
nate Son  of  God,  and  the  truth  of  Ilis  abiding  Pres- 
ence in  the  Church  and  in  Christian  souls  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  that  all  may  realise  and  lay  hold  of  the  power 
of  the  indwelling  Spirit  to  sanctify  both  soul  and 
body,  and  thius.  through  a  liiirmony  of  man's  will  with 
God's  Will,  to  gain  a  fuller  control  over  temptation, 
pain,  and  disease,  whether  for  them.si'lves  or  others, 
with  a  firmer  serenity  aiul  a  more  confident  hope. 

34.  With  a  view  to  resisting  dangerous  tendencies 
in  contemporary  thought,  the  Conference  urges  the 
Clergy  in  their  dealings  with  the  sick  to  teach  as 
clearly  as  possible  the  privilege  of  tliose  who  are  called, 
through  sickness  and  pain,  to  enter  especially  into  the 
fellowship  of  Christ's  sufferings  and  to  follow  the 
example  of  His  patience. 

35.  The  Conference  recommends  the  provision  for 
use  in  Pastoral  Visitation  of  some  additional  prayers 
for  the  restoration  of  health  more  hopeful  and  direct 
than  those  contained  in  the  present  Ofliee  for  the 
Visitation  of  the  Sick,  and  refers  this  recommenda- 
tion to  the  Committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent under  the  Resolution  on  the  subject  of  Prayer 
Book  enrichment. 


36.  The  Conference,  having  regard  to  the  uncer- 
tainty which  exists  as  to  the  permanence  of  the  prac- 
tice commended  by  St.  James  {v.  14),  and  having  re- 
gard to  the  history  of  the  practice  which  professes  to 
be  based  upon  that  commendation,  does  not  recom- 
mend the  sanctioning  of  the  anointing  of  the  s-ck  as 
a  rite  of  the  Church.

Care 
must  be  ti  i-  ,'  *hiM  no  .eturn  be  made  to  the  later 
custom  of  anointing  us  i  preparation  for  death. 


37  The  "rowing  prevalence  of  disregard  of  the 
.sanctity  of  "marriage  calls  for  the  a.'tive  and  deter- 
mined co-operation  of  all  right-thinkin:T  and  ciean- 
living  men  and  women,  in  all  ranks  of  life,  ni  dctence 
of  the  family  life  and  the  social  order,  which  rest  upon 
the  sanctity  of  the  marriage  tie. 

38.  The  influence  of  all  good  women  in  all  ranks 
(if  life  sliould  be  specially  applied  to  the  remcayiiig 
of  the  terrible  evils  which  have  grown  np  from  the 
creation  of  facilities  for  divorce. 

39.  This  Conference  reaffirms  the  resolution  of  the 
Conference  of  1888,  as  follows:— 

"(A)  That,  inasmuch  a.s  inir  L:)rd's  words  express- 
ly forbid  divorce,  except  in  case  of  fornication  or 
a'dulterv.  the  Christian  Church  cannot  recognise  di- 
vorce in  anv  other  than  the  excepted  case,  or  give  any 
sanction  to  the  marriage  of  any  person  who  has  been 
divorced  contrary  to  this  law.  during  the  life  of  the 
other  party. 

"(B)  That  under  no  circumstances  ought  the  guilty 
party,  in  the  case  of  a  divorce  for  fornication  or  adul- 
tery to  be  regarded,  during  the  lifetime  of  the  inno- 
cent party,  as  a  fit  recipient  of  the  blessing  of  the 
Church  on  marriage. 

"(C)  That,  recognising  the  fact  that  there  always 
has  been  a  diflference  of  opinion  in  the  Church  on  the 
(piestion  whether  our  Lord  meant  to  forbid  marriage 
to  the  innocent  partv  in  a  divorce  for  adultery,  the 
Conference  recommends  that  the  Clergy-  should  not 
be  instructed  to  refuse  the  Saeranients  or  other  priv- 
ileges of  the  Church  to  those  who,  under  civil  sane 
tion.  are  thus  married." 
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40.  When  an  innocent  person  has,  by  means  of  a 
court  of  law,  divorced  a  spouse  for  adultery,  and  de- 
sires to  enter  into  another  contract  of  marriajte.  it  is 
undesirable  that  such  a  contract  should  receive  the 
blessing  of  the  Church. 

[Carried  by  87  votes  to  84. | 

41.  The  Conference  regurds  with  alarm  the  growing 
practici'  of  the  artificial  restriction  of  the  family,  and 
earue.stly  cslls  upon  all  Christian  people  to  discounten- 
ance the  use  of  all  artificial  means  of  restriction  as 
demoralisinfr  to  character  and  hostile  to  national  wel 
fare. 

42.  The  Conference  affirms  that  deliberate  famper- 
inj;  with  nascent  lif'i'  is  repugnant  to  Christian  moral- 
ity. 

43.  The  Conference  expresses  most  cordial  appre- 
ciation of  the  services  rendered  by  those  medical  men 
who  have  borne  couraircous  testimony  against  the  in- 
jurious practices  sixiki'ii  of.  and  appeals  with  confi- 
dence to  them  and  to  their  medical  eoUeasues  to  co- 
operate in  creatinsr  and  maintaininfr  a  wholesome  pub- 
lic opinion  on  behalf  of  the  reverent  use  of  the  mar- 
ried state. 


44.  The  Conference  recognises  the  ideals  of  brother- 
hood which  iindcrlie  the  democratic  movement  of  this 
century;  and.  rememberini;  our  JIaster's  example  in 
proclaiming  the  inestimable  value  of  every  human 
being  in  the  sisht  of  God.  calls  upon  the  Church  to 
show  sympathy  with  the  movement,  in  so  far  as  it 
strives  to  procure  just  treatment  for  all  and  a  real 
opportunity  of  living  a  true  human  life,  and  b.y  its 
sjTnpathy  to  commend  to  the  movement  the  spirit  of 
our  Lord  .Icsus  Christ,  in  whom  all  the  hopi-s  of  hu- 
man society  are  bound  up. 

46.  The  social  mission  and  social  principles  of  Chris- 
tianity should  be  given  a  more  prominent  place  in  the 
study  and  teaching  of  the  Church,  both  for  the  Clergy 
and  the  laity. 
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46.  The  ministry  of  the  laity  refiuires  to  be  more 
wiilelv  recotmised,'  side  by  side  with  the  ministry  of 
the  ClerRj'-  in  the  work,  the  administration,  and  the 
discipline  of  the  Church. 

47.  A  committee  or  organisaaon  for  social  service 
should  be  part  of  the  equipment  of  every  diocese,  and. 
as  far  as  practicable,  of  every  parish. 

48.  The  Church  should  teach  that  the  Christian  who 
is  an  owner  of  property  should  recognise  the  govern- 
ing prin('iple  that,  like  all  our  gifts  our  powers  and 
our  time,  propertv  is  a  trust  held  for  the  benefit  ot 
the  community,  and  its  right  use  should  be  insisted 
upon  as  a  religious  duty. 

49.  The  Conference  urges  upon  members  of  the 
Church  practical  recognition  of  the  moral  responsi- 
bility involved  in  their  investments.  This  moral  re- 
sponsibility extends  to — 

(n)  The  character  and  general  social  effect  of  any 
business  or  enterprise  in  which  their  money  is  invested ; 

(b)  reatment  of  the  peri.  IS  employed  in  that 

busiiu  terprise; 

(>)  1  ■.  u.ie  observance  of  the  rennireinents  of  the 
law  relating  thereto ; 

(rf)  The  payment  of  a  .just  wage  to  those  who  are 
employed  therein. 

60.  The  Conferenee  holds  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Church  to  press  upon  Governments  the  wrong  of  sanc- 
tioning for  the  sake  ot  revenue  any  forms  of  trade 
which  involve  the  degradation  or  hinder  the  moral 
and  physical  progress  of  the  races  and  peoples  under 
their  rule  or  influence. 

61.  The  Conference,  regarding  the  non-medicinal 
use  of  opium  aa  a  grave  physical  and  moral  evil,  wel- 
comes all  well-considered  efforts  to  abate  such  use. 
particularly  those  of  the  Government  and  people  of 
China  and  also  the  proposal  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  to  arrange  an  International  Commission 
on  Opium.  It  thankfully  recognises  the  progressive 
.ri'duction  by  the  Indian  Government  of  the  area  of 
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p„pny  cultivation,  but  still  appeabi  for  all  possible 
iiisistcM.w  on  the  affirmation  of  the  House  of  Comtnons 
that  the  Indian  opium  traffic  with  China  Is  'fatally 
indefensible.  It  urges  a  stringent  dealing  with  the 
opium  vice  in  British  Settlements,  along  with  due  pre- 
cautions against  the  introduction  of  narcotic  substi- 
tutes for  opium.  Finally,  it  -alls  upon  all  Christian 
people  10  pray  for  the  effect,:s:  repression  of  the  opium 
evil. 

62.  The  Conference,  while  frankly  Bcknowledgiii? 
the  moral  gains  sometimes  won  by  war.  rejoices  in  the 
.'r.iwth  of  higher  ethical  perceptions  which  is  evidenced 
bv  the  increa-sina  willingness  to  settle  difficulties 
aiming  nations  hv  peaceful  methods;  it  records,  there- 
fiire  its  deep  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  bv 
the  Conferences  at  The  Hague,  its  thankfulness  for 
the  practical  work  achieved,  and  for  the  principles  of 
international  responsibility  acknowledged  by  the  dele- 
.'ates-  and.  fiiiallv.  realising  the  dangers  laseparable 
from  'national  and  commercial  progress,  it  urges  ea.  i- 
estlv  upon  all  Christian  peoples  the  duty  of  allaying 
race  prciudiee.  of  reducing  by  peai^etul  arrangements 
the  conflict  of  trade  interes;  .  and  of  promoting  among 
all  races  the  spirit  of  brotherly  co-opcration  tor  the 
good  of  all     ,  nkinil. 

53  The  V,  .nference  desires  to  call  attention  to  the 
evidence  supplied  from  every  part  of  Christendom  a-s 
to  the  "rave  perils  arising  from  the  increasing  disre- 
gard of  the  religious  duties  and  privileges  which  are 
attached  to  a  due  observance,  both  on  the  social  and 
spiritual  side,  of  the  Christian  Sunday.  In  conse- 
ciuence  of  this,  the  (Vnference  records  its  solemn  con- 
vVtion  that  strong  and  co-orilinated  action  is  urgently 
demanded,  with  a  view  to  educating  the  public  con- 
science and  forming  a  higher  sense  of  individual  re- 
sponsibility alike  on  the  religions  ana  hiimanitanan 
aspects  .  f  the  question. 

The  Conference  further,  in  pursuance  of  the  Keso- 
bitions  passed  upon  this  s,ib,iect  in  former  Confer- 
ences, calls  upon  Christian  people  to  promote  bv  all 
means  in  their  power  the  better  observance  of  the 
Lord's  Dav.  both  on  land  and  sea,  for  the  worship  of 
Cod  and  for  the  spiritual,  mental  and  physical  heali.i^ 
of  man. 
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M.  The  existing  Central  ('(iiisultative  Uody  .shall  Iw 
reciMwtrueted  on  representative  lines  as  follows: — 

(o)  It  shall  ponsist  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury (ex  officio)  and  cf  representative  Bishops  up- 
pointed  as  follows :  Provinee  of  I'anterbury,  2 ;  Prov- 
ince of  York,  1 ;  the  Church  in  Ireland.  1 ;  the  Epis- 
eopal  Church  in  Scotliind.  1 ;  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  Anu>rica.  4 ;  the  Church 
of  England  in  Canada.  1 ;  the  Church  of  England  m 
the  Dioceses  of  Australia  and  Ta.smania.  1 ;  the  Churcli 
of  the  Province  of  New  Zealand.  1;  the  Province  ot 
the  West  Indies,  1;  the  Clnireli  of  the  Proviii.-e  of 
South  Africa.

(6)  The  foroKoinsT  scheme  of  representation  shall  lie 
open  to  revision  from  time  to  time  by  the  Lambeth 
Conference. 

(c)  The  mode  of  appointins  these  representative 
Bishops  shall  lie  left  to  the  Churi-hcs  that  appoint.  A 
representative  Bishop  may  be  appointed  for  one  year 
or  for  anv  number  of  years,  and  need  not  he  a  memhcr 
of  the  bo'dv  which  appoints  him.  Each  memliev  shall 
retain  office  until  the  election  of  his  successor  has  been 
duly  notified  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury. 

id)  For  tlie  purpose  of  appointing  the  Bishop  who 
is  to  represent  the  body  of  missionary  and  other  extra- 
provincial  Bishops  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  each  of  those  Bishops  shall  be 
requested  oy  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  to  nom- 
inate a  Bishop  to  him.

65.  The  Central  Consultative  Body  shall  be  pre- 
pared to  receive  consultative  communications  from  any 
Bishop,  but  shall,  in  considering  them,  have  careful 
regard  to  any  limitations  upon  such  references  which 
may  be  imposed  by  provincial  regulation. 
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66.  The  Consultative  Body  shall  not  at  any  meeting 
eonie  to  a  deeisiun  on  any  snbjeet  not  namwl  m  the 
notice  summoning  the  meeting. 


67  That  the  Archhishop  of  Canterbury  Ik-  requested 
to  transmit  to  every  Dioeesaii  Hishop  in  the  .\nBl|ean 
Communion  a  eopy  of  the  Pinal  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Conterenee  of  189,  to  con- 
sider the  relation  of  Reliaious  Communities  within  the 
Cli'ireh  to  the  Episcopate,  accompanying  it  tt'ith  a 
request  that  it  may  be  duly  considered,  and  tha.t  each 
Province  .'f  the  Anglican  Communion  will,  if  it  con- 
sents to  do  so.  send  t.i  him.  through  its  Metropolitan 
before  .Tulv  Slst.  WIO.  a  statement  of  the  judirment 
formed  ill  that  Province  upon  the  subject  dealt  with  in 
the  Report.  

68  This  Conference  reaffirms  the  resolution  of  the 
Conference  of  18!)7  that  ■' Every  opportunity  should 
be  taken  to  emphasize  the  Divine  purpase  of  visible 
unitv  amongst  Christians  as  a  fact  of  revelation.  it 
desires  further  to  affirm  that  in  all  partial  projects  of 
reunion  and  intercommunion  the  final  attainment  of 
tl,c  divine  purpose  should  be  kept  in  view  as  our  otj- 
iect  ■  and  that  care  should  be  taken  to  do  what  will 
advance  tlic  reunion  of  the  whole  of  Christendom,  and 
to  abstain  from  doing  anything  that  will  retard  or 
prevent  it. 

69  The  Conference  recognises  with  thankfulness 
the  manifold  signs  of  the  increase  of  the  desire  for 
unitv  among  all  Christian  bodies:  and.  with  a  deep 
sense  of  the  call  to  follow  the  manifest  guiding  ot  the 
Holv  Spirit,  solemnly  urges  the  duty  of  special  inter- 
cession for  the  unity  ot  the  Church,  in  accordance 
with  our  Lord's  own  prayer. 


60  This  Conterenee  resolves  that  a  letter  of  greet- 
in"  be  sent  from  the  Lambeth  Conference  to  the  Na- 
tiimal  Council  ot  the  Russian  Church  about  to  as- 
semble and  that  the  letter  should  be  conveyed  to  the 
Council  bv  two  or  more  Bishops  it  possible;  and  that 
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lli«  (Iracc  the  Ari'hbishop  of  Canterbury  be  respect- 
fuUv  requested  to  cnuse  mieh  a  letter  tii  be  written, 
.indto  aiun  it  on  behalf  of  the-€onferen.;e.  nn.l  to 
nominate  Bishops  to  convey  it  to  the  Conneil. 

61.  The  Conferenee  respectfully  rei|ucsts  the  .\r  h- 
hiKhop  of  Canterbury  to  nppoiiit  n  rommlttee  to  take 
co.'niHnni e  of  all  that  coiicerns  onr  relations  with  the 
rimrch-s  of  the  Orth(«los  East,  and  desires  that  this 
Committee  sh^nild  be  on  a  permanent  basis. 

62.  The  Conference  is  of  opinion  that  it  should  be 
the  recognised  practice  of  the  Churches  of  our  Com- 
munion (1)  at  all  times  to  baptize  the  children  ot 
members  of  anv  Church  of  the  Orthodox  Kastcrn  (  om- 
inunion  in  cases  of  emersency.  provided  that  there  is 
a  clear  uiidcrstandini;  that  baptism  should  not  be 
aeain  administered  to  those  so  baptiml;  (2)  at  all 
times  to  admit  members  of  any  Church  of  the  Ortho- 
dox Kastern  Communion  to  communicate  in  our 
Churches,  when  thev  are  dcnrived  of  the  ministrations 
of  a  priest  of  th-ir  own  Communion,  provided  that 
(n)  thev  are  at  that  time  admissible  to  CommmiHni  in 
their  own  Churches,  and  {l»  are  not  under  any  dis- 
,|ualification  so  far  as  our  own  rules  of  diseiplin"  are 
concerned. 


63  The  Conference  .vould  welcome  any  steps  that 
mieh't  be  taken  to  ascertain  the  precise  doctrinal  posi- 
tion of  the  ancient  separate  Churches  of  the  hast 
with  a  view  to  possible  intercommunion,  and  would 
su-^est  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  the  appoint- 
ment  of  Commissions  to  examine  the  doctrinal  position 
of  particular  Churches,  and  (for  examplel  to  prepare 
some  carefnllv  framed  statement  of  the  Faith  as  to 
our  Lord's  Person,  in  the  simplest  po-sible  terms, 
which  should  be  submitted  to  each  of  such  Churches, 
where  feasible,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  it  repre- 
sents their  belief  with  substantial  accuracy.  The  con- 
clusions of  such  Commissions  should  m  our  opinion  be 
submitted  to  the  Metropolitans  or  Presiding  Bishops 
of  all  the  Churches  of  the  Anglican  Communion. 
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64.  la  the  event  (if  doctrinal  agreement  being  reaeh- 
ed  with  Buch  aeparate  Churches,  the  Conference  is  of 
opinion  that  it  would  be  right  (.1)  for  any  Church  of 
till-  Anglican  Communion  to  admit  individual  com- 
niiinicaut  members  of  those  Churches  to  communicate 
witli  lis  when  tliey  are  deprived  of  this  means  of  grace 
throu);h  isolul'on,  and  conversely,  for  our  communi- 
cants lo  seek  the  same  privileges  in  similar  circum- 
stances j  (2)  for  the  Churches  of  the  Anglican  Com- 
munion to  permit  our  communicants  to  communicate 
on  special  occasiims  with  these  Churches,  even  when 
not  deprived  of  thw  means  of  grace  through  isolation, 
and  conversely,  that  their  communicants  should  be 
nllnwed  the  same  privileges  in  similar  circumstances. 

66.  We  consii'iT  that  any  more  formal  and  complete 
compact  between  us  and  any  such  Church,  seeing  that 
it  might  affect  our  relations  with  certain  other 
Churches,  shoidil  not  take  place  without  pri^vlous  com- 
munication with  any  other  Church  which  might  be 
affected  thereby. 


66.  The  Conference  is  of  opini(m  that  it  is  of  the 
greatest  importance  that  our  representatives  abroad, 
both  clerical  and  lay,  whilst  holding  firmly  to  our  own 
position,  should  show  all  Christian  courtesy  towards 
the  Churches  of  the  lands  in  which  they  reside  and 
towards  their  ecclesiastical  authorities;  and  that  the 
Chaplains  to  be  selected  for  work  on  the  continent  of 
Europe  and  elsewhere  should  be  instructed  to  show 
such  courtesy. 

67.  We  desire  earnestly  to  warn  members  of  our 
Communion  against  contracting  marriages  with  Ro- 
man Catholics  under  the  conditions  imposed  by  mod- 
ern Roman  canon  law.  especially  as  these  conditions 
involve  the  performance  of  the  marriage  ceremony 
without  any  prayer  or  invocation  of  the  divine  bless- 
ing, and  also  a  promise  to  have  their  children  brought 
up  in  a  religious  system  which  they  cannot  themselves 
accept. 
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68.  The  Conference  desires  to  maintain  aiiJ 
strengthen  the  friendly  relations  which  already  exist 
between  the  Churches  of  the  Anglican  Commiininn 
and  the  ancient  Church  of  Holland  and  the  old  Cath- 
olic Churches,  especially  in  Germany,  Switicrland,  and 
Austria. 

69.  AS'ith  a  view  to  the  avoidance  of  further  eccle- 
siastical confusion,  the  Conference  would  earnestly 
deprecate  the  setting  up  of  a  new  organised  body  in 
regions  where  a  Church  with  apostolic  ministry  and 
Catholic  doctrine  offers  religious  privileges  without 
the  imposition  of  uncatholic  terms  of  communion,  more 
especially  in  cases  where  no  difference  of  language  or 
nationality  exists;  and,  in  view  of  the  friendly  rela- 
tions referred  to  in  the  previous  Resolution,  it  would 
respectfully  request  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  if 
he  thinks  fit.  to  bring  this  Resolution  to  the  notice  of 
the  Old  Catholic  Bishops. 


70.  For  the  sake  of  unity,  and  as  a  particular  expres- 
sion of  brotherly  affection,  wc  recommend  that  any 
official  request  of  the  Vnilas  Fratntm  for  the  partici- 
pation of  Anglican  Bishops  in  the  consecration  of 
Bishops  of  the  Vnitas  should  be  accepted,  provided 
that— 

(i)  Sui  li  Anglican  Bishops  should  be  not  less  than 
three  in  number,  and  should  participate  both  in  the 
saying  of  the  Pra.vers  of  Consecration  and  in  the  lay- 
ing on  of  hands,  and  that  the  rite  itself  is  judged  to 
be  sufficient  by  the  Bishops  of  the  Church  of  our  Com- 
munion to  which  the  invited  Bishops  belong; 

(ii)  The  Synods  of  the  IJnitas  (o)  are  able  to  give 
sufReient  assurance  of  doctrinal  agreement  with  our- 
selves in  all  essentials  (as  we  believe  that  they  will 
be  willing  and  able  to  do);  and  (b)  ato  willing  to 
explain  its  position  as  that  of  a  religious  community 
or  miffiionary  body  in  close  alliance  with  the  Anglican 
Communion ;  and  (c)  are  willing  to  accord  a  due  re- 
cognition to  the  position  of  our  Bishops  within  Angli- 
can dioceses  and  jurisdictions;  and  (d)  are  willing  to 
adopt  a  rule  as  to  the  administration  of  Confirmation 
more  akin  to  our  own. 
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71.  After  the  itmililiiiiw  pn'scrilwil  in  the  prei-edini.' 
ReHiiluticin  hnve  iM'en  eomplieil  witli.  ami  b  Biahop  li»s 
been  ciiiuiecrHteil  in  aeeorilanee  with  them,  eorrexpnml- 
intr  invitations  from  any  KiHhop  iif  the  t'liitm  t'ral- 
rum  til  nn  Anxlicaii  IJishcip  and  his  I'resl.jtors  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  orilinuticin  of  n  Jloraviiin  Presbyter 
Bhi>nlcl  1m'  a-eepteil,  provided  th«t  the  Anitliean  Hishop 
shonld  partiiipale  lioth  in  the  \  ing  of  the  prayers 
of  ordination  and  in  the  layinu-  "n  of  hamls.  and  that 
the  rite  itself  is  .jndiii'd  to  he  .snffleietit  by  the  Hisliops 
of  tlie  Chiireh  of  onr  C'onnnunion  to  whieh  the  invited 
Bishop  liehinirs. 

72.  Any  Hisliop  or  Presbyter  so  consecrated  or  or- 
dained shonl'l  bi'  free  to  minister  in  the  Anglican 
Connniniion  with  dne  episcopal  liienei';  and,  in  the 
event  of  the  above  propiwals — i.i.,  Resolutions  1  and  2 
— bei  •  accepted  and  ac'tei-.  upon  by  the  Synmis  of 
the  r  'J,  during  the  period  of  transition  some  per- 
missjoi.  (o  preiich  in  our  Churches  niiv'ht  on  speciiu 
oeeasions  be  extenileil  to  Jloravian  Jlinisters  by  Bish- 
ops of  our  own  Connniniion. 

73.  We  recommend  that  the  Archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury 1h>  resjieetfnlly  reipiested  to  name  a  Committee 
to  communicate,  as  need  arises,  with  representatives 
of  the  I'liitas,  and  also  to  direct  that  the  decisions  of 
the  present  Conference  be  eonimunicated  to  the  Sec- 
rrtarhia  I'nifatis, 


74,  This  Conference  heartily  thanks  the  Archbishop 
of  I'psala  for  his  letter  of  friendly  greeting,  and  for 
sending  his  fonoured  colleague,  thr  Bishop  of  Kalmar. 
to  confer  with  its  members  on  the  question  of  the 
establishment  of  an  alliance  of  some  sort  between  the 
Swedish  and  Anglican  Churches.  The  Conference  re- 
spectfully desires  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  to 
appoint  a  Commission  to  correspond  further  with  the 
Swedish  Church  through  the  Archbishop  of  fpsala  on 
the  possibility  and  conditions  of  such  an  alliance.

76.  The  ConfiTfiice  rct'eivt'H  with  thaiikfiilnewi  hihI 
hope  the  Report  uf  it»  Conmiittee  on  Kennion  niiil 
Intereomnuinioii,  nnd  m  of  opinion  thfit.  in  the  wel- 
<'Oine  event  of  any  project  of  reunion  iM'tween  liny 
Chureh  of  the  Antflienn  Communion  Hud  nny  Preshy- 
teriiin  or  other  non-epineopnl  Church,  which,  while 
prewrvinir  the  Fnith  in  itH  integrity  iind  purity,  has 
abtn  exhibitetl  cure  as  to  the  form  and  intention  of 
onlinatinii  to  the  ministry,  remhinir  the  staffe  of 
reMpoiwihle  official  neirotiatiiui.  it  might  be  posHihle  to 
make  an  approach  to  reunion  on  the  hanis  of  eonseera- 
tions  to  tho  epiHcopate  on  lines  sutfiiested  hy  Mu<-h 
precedentt  as  those  nf  IfilO.  Further,  in  the  iipinicin 
of  the  f  (mferenee.  it  might  l)e  pmsihle  to  authorise 
arrangements  (for  the  period  nf  transition  towards 
full  union  (m  the  basis  of  episenpal  nrdiruitifm")  which 
would  respect  the  convictions  of  those  who  had  not 
receiveil  episcopiil  Orders,  without  involving  any  sur- 
render on  our  part  of  the  principle  nf  Church  order 
laid  down  in  the  Preface  to  the  Ordinal  attached  to 
the  Hook  of  Common  Prayer. 

76.  Every  opportunity  should  l)e  welcomed  of  eo- 
operntion  between  members  of  different  Communions 
in  al!  matters  pertaining  to  the  soeial  and  moral  wel- 
fare of  the  people. 

77.  The  members  of  the  Anglican  Communion 
should  take  pains  to  study  the  tloetrines  and  position 
of  those  who  are  separated  from  it  am.  to  promote 
a  cordial  mutual  understanding;  and.  as  a  means  to- 
wards this  end.  the  Conference  lugpesta  that  private 
meetings  of  ministers  and  laymen  of  differctit  Chris- 
tian bodies  for  common  study,  discussion,  and  prayer, 
should  be  frequently  held  in  eonvenient  centres. 

78.  The  constituted  authorities  of  the  various 
Churches  of  the  Anglican  Communion  shoubl.  as  op- 
portunity offers,  arrange  conferences  with  represen- 
tatives of  other  Christian  Churches,  and  meetings  for 
common  acknowledgment  of  the  sins  of  'division,  and 
for  intercession  for  the  growth  of  unity.
